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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114 was filed in this 
application after appeal to the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences, but prior to a 
decision on the appeal. Since this application is eligible for continued examination 
under 37 CFR 1.114 and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the 
appeal has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .1 14 and prosecution in this 
application has been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed 
on December 12, 2008 has been entered. 

All objections and rejections from the previous Office Action have been 
withdrawn following the amendments to the claims. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Claim 3 (Currently amended). The composition of claim 1 , further comprising a 
polynucleotide comprising a selector codon that is an amber codon. 
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5. (Currently amended) The composition of claim 1 , wherein the g l utamy l-tRNA 
synthetase preferentially aminoacylates the glutamyl O-tRNA with a selected amino 
acid i n r e spons e to th e s ele ctor codon . 

Claim 6. Replace -- glutamyl-tRNA synthetase - with - tRNA synthetase - 

Conclusion: Claims 1,3,5,6,8, 12-15,18 and 20-23 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

A composition comprising the specific O-tRNA consisting of the consensus 

sequence of SEQ ID NO: 67 is not anticipated in the prior art. 

Furthermore a composition comprising the O-tRNA of SEQ ID NO: 67 and 
glutamyl-tRNA synthetase derived from an tRNA synthetase (RS) selected from the 
group consisting of: SEQ ID NO.: 69 (A/RS), SEQ ID NO.: 73 (MmRS), SEQ ID NO.: 75 
(MtRS) and SEQ ID NO.: 77 (PhRS)an synthetase, a Methanosarcina mazei 
synthetase, a Methanobacterium thermoautotrophicum synthetase, and, a first selected 
amino acid; wherein the glutamyl O-tRNA recognizes a first selector codon, and the 
tRNA synthetase preferentially aminoacylates the glutamyl O-tRNA with the first 
selected amino acid are not disclosed in the prior art..
